Testifiers say redevelopment of harbor

Hawaii loses top spot for healthiest 


The state comes in second, but a rise in obesity and diabetes are causes for concern

Hawaii no longer can claim it is 
the healthiest state in the nation. 

After five consecutive years in 
the No. 1 spot, the Aloha State 
has fallen to second place behind 
Massachusetts, according to the 
America’s Health Rankings 2017 
report by the United Health Foun- 
dation. The report is in its 28th 
year and examines 35 measures 
of behaviors, community and en- 
vironment, policy, clinical care 
and outcomes data. 

Slipping one place from No. 1 
doesn’t mean Hawaii — with its 
warm climate, clean air and abun- 
dant recreational opportunities 
— is suddenly an unhealthy 
place to live. Hawaii has been
